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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues reference Pollack does not 
disclose claimed feature of allocating same communication control information to each of specific subcarriers of OFDM signal and 
transmitting OFDM signal because Pollack discloses assigning mutually exclusive communication control information to five different 
subcarriers at same time. Examiner appreciates Applicant's detailed description of prior art Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
Applicant's assertion. Pollack discloses a request access burst divided into five channels. Examiner agrees these channels are mutually 
exclusive to each other but Examiner respectfully disagrees that this means Pollack does not teach same control information not 
contained in each of these channels. Examiner believes the mutually exclusive channels is utilized for no inter-carrier interference 
between tones and parallel RA channels within the RA burst. The 5 DCDs can transmit simulataneously each using a different RA 
channel without interfering with one another. See column 8, lines 65-67, column 9, lines 1-30. Each of the channels contains the same 
control information in that each of the RA channels is divided into 3 subfields containing DCD identification, burst number information 
and bit error correction information transmitted by each DCD. See column 9. Thus rejection is maintained. 
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
